DISASTROUS FIRE IN 
KENNEDY TOWN 


" SPECTACULAR SCENE IN EARLY 
MORNING | 
_ THREE LIVES LOST 


~ DELAY IN SUMMONING FIRE — 
' BRIGADE 


A fire which resulted in three seple being killed and two others 
severely ‘injured, broke out soon, after 1.30 o'clock this morning at 


12, Smithfield, Kennedy Town. 


The fire, fanned by an easterly wind, spread very rapidly from 
the ground floor, where it originated, to the three floors above. Some 
valuable minutes were wasted before the alarm was sent through to 
the Fire Station, but the engine from the Kennedy Town Sub:Station 
turned out immediately, and its crew: did all they could to prevent 
the flames spreading to the neighbouring houses. | 

In the meantime assistance was summoned from the Central 
Fire Station, where the call was received at 1,36 am., and all avail- 
able engines were promptly turned out.and arrived at the scene of 


the fire in less than oe mabnates: 


FLAMES SHOOT 20 FEET UP 


By this time, however, the flames

burning house, He commented 
that it was fortunate for him and 
his family that the wind was blow- 
ing east, otherwise he might be 
homeless now! 

A Joss Paper Shop 

According to information that 
a China Matt representative 
gathered by a visit to the scene of 
the fire, the outbreak originated 
in the front part of the ground 
floor, used as a Chinese joss paper 
shop, the contents of which fed 
the flames well. 

The cnuse of the outbreak was 
impossible to discover as all the 
people connected with. the shop 
claimed that they were asleep at 
the time; and were awakened by 
smoke. They give the alarm by 
shouting to the inmates of the 
upper floors, but in the confusion 
-no one thought of summoning the 
firemen or even blowing a Police 
whistle, This was eventually 
done by somcone living in .an op- 
posite house. 

Cut Off by Flames 

The inmates of the first and 
second floors managed to escape 
into the street immediately after 
the alarm was given, but only a 
few of those on the top floor suc- 
ceeded in getting out before the 
flames shot yip the staircase and 
thus cut off the only means. 
Those who were thus cut off were 
a Chinese woman, the wife of a 
coal coolie, who was away at work 
in Wanchai, her two-year-old baby 
boy, a girl of 12, another girl of 
15, and a boy, age not ascertain- 
ed, They are said to be all mem- 
bers ‘of one family, who occupied, 
-n cubicle in the front part. of the 
top floor. 

A Veritable Death Trap 

‘When they got to the top ‘of the 
stairs and found the flames shoot- 
ing up, they dashed into the kit- 
chen and thus got into a verit- 
-able death trap. Then, when the 
flames reached the kitchen, they 
must have jamped {nto the back 
yard {n terror. No one saw four 
of the five unfortunate . people 

« jump,.and it is surmised that they 
must have done so at'a ail early 
stage. of the fire. 

- As soon as he arrived on the 
scene, oné of the rescuers went 
round the house but.saw no signs 
of any Hfe on any of the floors 
of the house. It was: not until he 
entered ‘the-. back yard, that he

The 
baby waa evidently crushed to 
death by the other two children |r 
falling on top of it and its mother. 
The two children who were on top 
of the heap were still alive, but 
even then it was seen that there 
was‘littlé hope of the girl surviv- 
ing, as her skull was fractured. 
She died in the Government Civil 
Hospital soon after admission. 
The boy, Ah Hun, is now lying 
unconscious at the hospital, 
severely injured, and his condi- 
tion is considered serious. 


Hanging to a Shutter 
' As the rescuer entered the yard, 
he heard a voice calling to him 
from above, and looking up, he 
saw the 15-year-old girl, Choi Tsz~ 
sheung, hanging on to a shutter 
outside the window of the top floor 
kitchen. This brave girl had 
stayed in the house as long as 


she could, hopirig to be rescued, 


and then was driven out of the 
window by the flames and hung a 


‘to the shutter for dear life” 


soon as he saw the girl, the res- 
cuer called out to her not to jump 
but to hang on a little longer 
whilst he ‘fetched. the jumping 
sheet. 

Flames Reach Shutter 

When he returned with . the 
jumping sheet the girl was still 
hanging on, but before the sheet 
could be placed in position, the 
flames reached the shutter and in 
her fright the girl let go and fell 
into the yard. She was severely 
injured on the left side, her arm 
being broken in several places, 
and she too is now in tha Govern- 
ment ‘Civil Hospital in a very 
critfeal condition. : 

The whole house was — completely 
burned out, afd considerable damage, 
the extent of which has not yet been 
ascertained, was done. - The house, 
which*with five others in the sama row 
form a block belonging to the same 
owner, Ja insured with the British’ In- 
surance Company of which Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson and Co., Ltd, are 
the agents. Tho block is covered to the 
oxtent of $00,000, or $15,000 per house, 

Tho house to the right of the burned 
ibullding, belonging to the same owner, 
sustained some damage-by water, whilst 
aome of the doors and windows were 
scorched by the flames. 

‘The property to the left of the gutted 
housc, and‘separated from it by a nar- 
row lane, eseaped the flames because of 
the fact that tho wind was blowing 
cast, which swept the flames from the. 
front to the back of the doomed -house.

DEFEAT BY TORIES

CRIES OF “RESIGN” 


MR. BALDWIN & VOTE

London, Yesterday. 

In the House of Commons to-day 
the Government were defeated 
on the Conservative amendment 
fo the Coal Bill, opposing the levy 
on output in order to facilitate the 
export of coal. :

Against 


Majority. 

The defeat of the Government 
was greeted by a storm of- cheering 
from the Opposition, Conservatives 
frantically ' waving’ thelr order 
papers and shouting “resign.” 


Replying to Mr. Stanley Baldwin, 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald sald that 
he, did not regard the amendment 
as an essential change and asked 
the committee to proceed with the 
Bill, 

Mr. MacDonald added that Mr. 
Baldwin would have the oppor- 
tunity two days hence to move a 
yote of censure, He would be very 
glad to accommodate Mr, Baldwin 
should he make his vote of censure 
general, and then ‘the Government 
would accept the decision. 

Loud Labour cheers greeted the 

ejection by 272 votes to 242 the 

Liberal amendment to the Coa! Bill 
In the Committee stage in the House 
of Commons, proposing that the ex- 
port of coal he freed of all re- 
strictions of output, in connection 
with which the possibility of a 
Government defeat was envisaged. 

The Conservative amendment, 
dealing with a central levy and 
amendment, was backed by Liberals, 
who abstained last week from op- 
posing the sale and export of coal 
more cheaply than the same. coal 
for bunkering in England, which. is 
still to he discussed. The Govern- 
ment defeat is still a possibility.—

Immediately on arrival, the firemen 
got to work with water fiom the sea, 
and it was not until about half an hour 
Inter that water was turned on from the 
mains. But for the fact that the houso 
wos situated near tho sea this lack of 
water from the. mains might have re- 
sulted in a .blgger conflagration. . 

Brought .Under Control 

As soon as water was available on 
the mains, eight deliveries were used 
lon the fire, completely surrounding the 
byrning building, and then tho fiames 
were’ rapidly . brought under control. 
The-“all clear" signal was given at_5 
am. and most of. the appliances wero 
then withdrawn, but up to nexrly neor 
ono engine was still standing by.and a 
squad of firemen were engaged in’ ro- 
moving the debris. 


Cause of the Tragedy 
The tragedy connected with the fire 
was duo. to.the fact: that It ‘had. a 
‘wooden: staircase, which .was.the only 
means of escape.

DIMINUTION IN SUPPLY 


ATTITUDE OF REFINERS 


Constantly increasing growth for 
many years faces the petroleum 
industry, writes Roger W. Babson 
in a New York paper. Moreover, 
oil supplies are not unlimited, and 
as they become scarcer they will be 
more valuable. The time may come 
when a producing oi] well will be 
almost as highy prized as a reser- 
voir of molten gold. This may 
seem strange In the face of the aur- 
plus production which haa harassed 


the Industry for the past three | 


years. .Such over-production does 
not mean‘ that there is too much 
oil Inthe ground, but it does mean 
that we have been wastefully ex- 
ploiting an invaluable natural re- 
source. Competent geologists as- 
sure us that present petroleum 
resources have an economic life of 
only about fifty years, 

Considering our dependence: on 
petroleum for all our industrial 
activity and for our national de- 
fence we may rest assured that ofl 
conservation will be rigidly enforced 
in future years. If voluntary co- 
operation fails legislative edict will 
be invoked. The problem is too im- 
portant to be left to the whims of 
individual” producers. All this 
means that ruinous over-production 
with a profitless price level, must 
goon be a thing of the past. 


Demand Should Increase 


This country must produce about. 


4,000,000 new automobiles annually 
to, take care of the demand for new 
cars and replacements of old ones. 
Our present automotive plants are 


‘tgauged to this production, which 


must be maintained to keep them 
employed. The use of oil will con- 
stantly increase in connection with 
the automobile ‘industry, and will 
algo find a rapid growth in use for 


‘aeroplanes for heating purpoacs, for 


ships, and ina hundred other differ- 
ent ways. 

At the beginning of 1924 we wore 
using only 2,000,000 barrels of pe- 
trolerm a day. Consumption has 
steadily advanced from year to year 
until at the end of 1929 we were 
using over 8,000,000 barrels a day. 
In the past year the rate of con- 
sumption has increased 7.3 per cent. 
over 1928. Consumption. of . gaso- 
Hne increased about 14 per cent. 
With known petroleum resources de- 
finitely limited, in spite of flush out- 
put in recent years, it does not take 


much ‘imagination ‘to see the time) 


when the ofl companies will cease 
worrying about maintaining 4 pro- 
fitable price level, and instead will 
be worrying as to where they are 
going to get enough oil to supply 
the overwhelming demand. 

‘Facts montioned above refer to 
the long-pull outlook for the indus- 
try. The {immediate situation is 
not so clear. However, both Octo- 
ber and November show a decline 
in crude of] production, the Novem- 
ber figurea indicating a drop of 365,- 
000 barrels dally below the peak 
month of last August. Crude oil 
imports are running about 80,000 
barrela lower than at this time last 
year, This ‘would indicate that cur- 
tailment through voluntary prorse

tlon hag‘ not considerable success. 
Still the situation at Santa Fe 
Springs, Calif, remaina trouble- 
some. At Jeagt one oil company re- 
fuses to enter the proration plan. 
The Lyon gas law, designed to cur- 
tail output of doth natural gas and 
oll, is still being contested in the 
courts and on final decision is ex- 
pected for several weeks. In order: 
localities conservation plans seem to 


be operating succassfully and are}: 


gradually being extended. All that 
can be said regarding the immediate 
crude of] situation is that reports 
are considerably more favourable 
than they were last summer, but 
thore are still some sore spots which 
may result In temporary recurrence 
of over-production. 

The most definite signs of im- 
provement shave ‘occurred in the 
manufacture of refined products. 
The refiners seenf to be co-operating 
much more successfully. They saw 
clearly that the output was expand- 
Ing too rapidly and that an over- 
production of gasoline existed. They, 
have taken effective steps to cur- 
tall output, Asa result, the es- 
timated production of gasoline for 
November is about 77,000 barrels 
'a day below October, and the es- 
timated December production {is 20,- 
000 barrels lower than in November. 
Including imports, the total new 
daily supply of gasoline is now run- 
ning about 1,148,000 barrels, where- 
as the total estimated demand is 
1,230,000 barrels. Instead of operat- 
ing at 80 per cent. of capacity, as 
they were in September, gasoline 
refiners. are operating at only about 
78 per cent, of capacity. 


Refiners Halt Supply 


Refiners are determined to keep 
the supply of gasoline from flood- 
ing the market and seem likely to 
be successful 
Jevel of output alightly below, or 
close to, the 1930 demand. Of 
course, it should be, pointed out that 
tho consumption of gagoline in 1929 
showed an abnormal 
amounting to nearly fourteen per 
cent. over 1928. A normal increase 
would be about 10 per cent, Even 
if general business conditions 
should result in some decline in the 
rate of increase {n gasoline demand 
this year, that demand should still 
experience a normal expansion. 
From the statistical “standpoint of 
supply and demand, the gasolino 
situation ia improved. If refiners 
would hold to their present policy of 
‘restriction, and refrain from over- 
building their refinding capacity, 
better times for that phase of the 
industry are visible. 

There is no occasion to rush In 
and Joad up on stocks, even though 
some bargains now exist. The dis- 
erlminating investor will pick and 
choose’ as opportunities become 
manifest. - A few good ofl stocks, 
however, can be accumulated for 
long-growth holding. The same is 
true of certain. sound pipe line 
securities, Improvement may be 
Blow, and there may, be some false 
‘starts, followed by reactions. How- 
ever, ‘the better ‘grade oils and pipe 
line fasues seem to meet the tests 
of a sound ‘Jong-pull | investment. 
These testa are: (1) that the out- 
look for the Industry {s one of con- 
tinued growth; (2) that the dusl- 
ness, is a “repeat” business,’ 1.e., 
turnover is very rapid; (8) that 
prices of the commodity and the 
stocks are well. deflated; (4) that 
measured by the yardstick of earn- 
ings and prospecta the -stocks re- 
present sound values, |

(Continued from Yesterday.)

$3,000 allotted to this purpose 
from the funds of the Hospital 
with the approval of the perman- 
ent advisers; $2,000 from Mr. 
Fung Ping-shan; and subserip- 
tions from various associations 
individuals, including the 
directors of the Hospital; a total 
sum of $13,648.21 was remitted to 
the North for famine relief. 

(b) The Two Kwangs 

The sum of $2,200 was remitted 
for the famine relief in the above 
provinces. ‘This sum ‘Includes 
$2,000 from thé funds under the 
control of the Hospital set aside 
for this purpose, with the ap- 
proval of the permanent advisers. 

(c) Yunnanfu Disaster 

With the approval of the per- 
manent advisers the sum of 
$1,649.00 was remitted for the re- 
Hef of the disnstrous explosion 
which took plaice at Kwan Ming, 
Yunnanfu, at the end of July, 
1929, when casualties resulted in 
several thousands dead and injur- 
ed.’ The remittance represents

The Incorporation Ordinance 
now In force is Ordinance No. 1 
of 1870. It id not surprising that, 


with tho lapse of time, the Ordin- | 


ance was found to require certain 
amendments in order to make it 
conform with the existing prac- 
tice. of the Hospital, Moreover, 
In spite of ‘the expenses provisions 
of Ordinance No, 38 of 1911 the 
Kwong Wah Hospital in practice 
gradually became .an Institution 
independent of the Tung Wah 
Hospital. 

With the opening of the Tung 
Wah Eastern Hospital in prospect 
it was felt that a new Ordinance 
should be passed for the purpose 
of vesting the control of all 
these three Institutions In law 
and in fact In one central body, 
namely, the directors of the Tung 
Wah Hospital. 

The proposed new Bill haa been 
under consideration for some 
years, During our term of office, 
with the kind and sympathetic 
assistance of the Hon. Sir Joseph 
Kemp, K.C., Attorney-General, an 


‘entirely new Bill was drafted and 


waa considered at a meeting held 
at the Tung Wah on September 
21, 1929. It was adjourned 80 
that certain new provisions might 
be inserted and alterations mado 
in .order to emphasise and mako 
clear the historic continuity of 
the Institution. 

On the Hon. Mr. ED R. 
Hallifax's return. from leave this 
question was immediately taken 
up once more by him, with the 
result that an amended Bill will 
soon be available for the further 
consideration of the interested 
parties. : 
18.—Miscellaneous 

(a) During the year six dia- 
putes of a commercial nature, in- 
eluding one relating to a pig- 
ronsting shop, which had been 
outstanding. for over & year, were 
decided or settled by the direc- 
tors.

(d) Removals of ancient graves 
were undertaken on behalf of the 
Government on’ thirteen separate 
occasions. _ 

(e) Three cases of survivors 
from wrecks were investigated, 
and suitable compensation paid. 

.(f) During the year numerous 
cases of repatriation of destitutes 
wore sent by the Hon. the Secre- 
tary for Chinese Affairs to the 
Hospital to be dealt with. Of 
these 379 were repatriated at, the 
expense of the Government, and 
164 cases were repatriated at the 
expense of the Hospital. . 

There were also numerous cases 
of destitutes, who had been sent 
to the Hospital by various charit- 
able institutions abroad, or who 
came direct to the Hospital of 
their own accord.’ The number 
of these destitutes who were duly 
repatriated, was 1,033.

TROUBLE OVER GRANTS TO BE 
AIRED IN COURT ? 


.- MEETINGS HELD 


Shanghal.—A legal battle looms 
between relatives of victims of the 
May 80 incident of 1925, who have 
received thelr compassionate grant 
from (the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, through the Association 
of Relatives of Victims of the In- 
cident, and the relatives of victims, 
who; for various reagons, have not 
recelved: the money they are aup- 
posed to get. ike 

Recently the Chinese newspapers 
have published considerable . pro- 
-paganda ‘emanating from the re- 
latives of victims who have not re- 
ceived their share of the money. 
These persons allege unfairness in 
the distribution of the money, 
which was the sum of $150,000, on 
the part of two officials of the Aa- 
sociation. 

Demands were made that tho 
books of the Association be audit- 
ed and the two officials made to 
give a atrict accounting for all of 
the money. It was also asserted 
that the two officiala gould not. ba 
located and that their offices had 
been closed. Claims were mado 
that relatives of victims Nving in 
outports, and who had come ta 
Shanghat to claim their share, 
could not obtain satisfaction. 

The agitation on the part -of 
these relatives apparently haa 
aroused other relatives who havo 
received their share. The latter 
held a meeting a few days ago at 
an office in Thibet Road. Resolu- 
tlons wero passed scoring certain 
of the relatives’ for the attacks 
upon the two Association officials. 
It.was demanded that legal pro- 
ceedings be instituted against cer. 
tain persons said to have been 
responsible for the attacks. 

Tho meeting also passed a ro- 
solution denouncing the newly- 
formed organization of unpaid 
relatives, claiming it to be an 
illegal organization and one which 
does not have the support and sym- 
pathy of the majority of the re- 
latives, From a)l outward appear- 
ances the whole matter will be 
aired in the local courts.

iRUSSIAN SEAMEN ON 
CHINESE VESSELS 


CREWS MUST BE FREE FROM 
COMMUNISTIC TENDENCY 


WELCOME DECISION 


Providing Russian seamen and 
others employed on Chinese owned 
veasela do not engage in any com- 
munistic activities and report to 
their employers that they are en- 
tlrely free from all communist ten- 
dencies, the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs has decided not to press for 
their dismissal from the: vessels. 
This intimation has been received 
by the Shanghal representative of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
has been transmitted to the Rus- 
sian Sailors’ Association who have 
been awaiting a reply to a recent 
petition to the Government. 

The Chinese Press recalls the 
fact that at the outbreak of Sino- 
Soviet dispute over the Chinese 
Eastern Rallway, the General 
Union for Chineso Pilots suggest- 
ed to the Ministry of Communica- 
tions that all Russians employed 
on vessels flying the Chinese flag 
should be dismissed In order to 
safeguard China's national pres- 
tige. The various Chinese-owned 
steamship companies were also ap- 
proached and urged to dismiss all 


were officera of smal] vessels. 

The Ruasian Sailors’ Association 
immediately submitted a petition 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
through the local office requesting 
that such drastic action be not 
taken. They pointed out that all 
Russians employed on vessels in 
Chinese waters were “White” and 
were just as much the enemies of 
Soviet Russia as the Chinese them- 
selves, 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
has since been considering the mat- 
ter and has decided not to accede 


to the wishes of the Chinese! | 


pilots. The Ministry announces 
that Russians will be permitted to 
remain in China providing they do 
not engage in propagating com- 
munism and are not suspected of 
being communiats. 

The question as to whether the 
services of “White” Russians shall 
be retained by the respective ship- 
ping companies is left entirely to 
the discretion of the managements, 

This announcement has been re- 
ceived with considerable satisfac- 
tion among the Russian community 
many of whom are dependent en: 
tirely on their employment on 
Chinese vessels.

Meeting of the Ross 
Institute 


VALUABLE WORK DONE 
* 7 

The-minutes of the third quar- 
terly meeting of The Ross Inatitute 
Industrial Anti-Malarial Advisory 
Committee held in the Council 
Chamber of the Rubber Growers’ 
Association, 2, Idol Lane, London, 
January 18, state :— 

The Chairman, Mr. A. W. Still, 
called upon Sir Malcolm Watson to 
open the proceedings. 

Assam We. 

Sir Malcolm Watson, in address- 
ing the mecting, said that reports 
from various sources had come to 
hand indicating that satisfactory 
progress was being made in con- 
trolling malaria on a number of 
Ten Gardens. He was satisfied 
that the initial. efforts which had 
been made during the last ‘few 
years had definitely proved that 
the control of malaria on tea 
estates in Assam. avas not only 
possible, but also 


next few years we should not be 
in a position to deal effectively 
with malaria on plantations in 
Bengal and Assam. He understood 
that the Malaria Commission of 
the League of Nations had visited 
Dr. Ramsay's Estates in Cachar, 
and had been impressed by the 
valuable scientific 
work done there, 
Rhodesia . 

It was reported that Sir William 
Simpson had arrived home after 
his visit of inspection to the’ Roan 
Antelope Copper Mines, and he had 
submitted a very interesting re- 
port. Mr. Harrison has taken con- 
trol of the anti-malarial work; the 
difficulties could be overcome. It 
was also reported that it was 
probable that Sir Malcolm Watson 
himself would go out to Rhodesia 
in. the very near future. (Since 
then it has been arranged that Sir 
Malcolm satis’ for Rhodesia on 
March 28).

Malaya 

With reference to the letter ad-

‘ Bikar and Orlasa 
Interesting xYeports have come 
from the IroX Ore Mines belonging 
to the Tata Iron and Steel Co. Sir 
Malcolm ‘had visited the Mines in 
Match, 1929, and advised that cer- 
tain ‘anti-malarial work should be 
catried out under Mr. .Senior 
White. It had resulted in-a great 
reduction in. the number of 
anopheles and a 60 per,cent. reduc-. 
tion in the malaria on some of the 
mines even in a few months. 
Planters’ Course : 
The last Course was attended by 
planters from Southern India, 
Ceylon, Malaya and. by ‘ doctors 
proceeding to British.

Hable and cheapest olls or mixtures 
of olls.. Experiments aro being 
carried out both ‘in India and 
Malaya; and when they’ are con 
cluded, the results will be report- 
ed. He took the opportunity of 
thanking tho Asiatic Petroleum 
‘Company for the assistance they 
are giving through their technical 
department. ‘ “ 

‘Sir Maleolm Watson said he con: 
sidered we are moving: inca most 
satisfactory way in all directions. 
The Assam problem waa nearing: 
its solution; work in Rhodesia was 
well started. In Madras-he hoped 
that Koraput would be made 
healthy, which would-help both 
Government and the Tea Districts 
Labour Association; work on the 
Tata Ore Mines. was progressing 
satisfactorily; and the questions of 
olls was being Investigated.. 

When he visited Rhodesia,’ Sir 
Malcolm Watson intended making 
certain investigations, in addition 
to Inspecting the progress of the 
anti-malarial work, . 

The Chairman asked whether 
any niember of the Committee 
wished to raise any question. 

Fish as an Anti-Malnrial Agency 

‘Major Norman ?MclLeod | asked 
whether there was"any foundation 
for this statement. Sir Malcolm 
Watson replied that there was a 
whole book’on the subject, and ex- 
plained how in certain § circum- 
stances fish were , extraordinarily 
valuable; but in others, practically 
useless as an anti-malarial agency. 

Ceylon 

Mr. Masefiald was asked whether 
he had any: news to report from 
Ceylon. He replied that good ex- 
perimental work was being done on 
a large ‘scale, A river had been 
oiled for 22 miles.. A special lorry 
with sprayer was being used, also 
power sprayers, but it was early 
yet to ascertain the result. 

Major Norman McLeod wished to 
call attention to avery significant 
point which appeared in a Report 
concerning Assam—that the death- 
rate on tea gardens: was: 3 per cent.

The Value of the 
Dropped Goal

The value of the dropped goal 
has been the main topic in Rugby 
circles for some time, Many 
critics are of the opinion that 
thia method of scoring is not 
worth four points, or, in other 
words, more points than a try is 
worth. 
that a try is harder to obtain in 
first class “rugger’ and necessit- 
ates the combined efforts of the 
Whole fifteen, whereas the drop- 
ped goal can be put down to an 
individual effort. In a “drop” 
there is no chance pf stopping it, 
providing the ball rises sufficient- 
ly high. 

In the Public Schools at Home 
the art of drop kicking is being 
encouraged. Britain has very 
few really good exponents in this 
department of the game. 

H. Waddell, playing for Scot- 
‘land against Wales, gave his 
country’ a dramatic victory in -the 
last minute of the game with ao 
dropped goal. There was a great 
risk attached to that kick, but he 
took the risk and the game was 
won—n fitting con¢luston to a 
splendid game. . In the inter- 
national match between England 
and Ireland, the Irish XV, won the 
match. with a dropped goal, after 


being three points in arrears for’ 


three-quarters of the” game. 
Murray, who was the hero of the 
Irish.supporterg, was motioned to 
stand a little in the rear of the

At the 
vame time I will admit that there 
ave some 'distinetly.“tukey” shots 
that do not deserve the points, 
but on the other hand, 1 have 
seen a goal dropped from the half 
way line, Who can say that ao 
kick of thia deserijftion is not 
worth the points? The penalty 
gonl is worth three points, and 
the kick is taken with no charge, 
and at the leisure of the kicker. 
Surely the dropped goal, when the 
batl is in play, igs worth more 
than the penalty goal! A new 
system of scoring, might be adopt- 


. fed as follows: 


A try . 
A goal Ju... 6 
A dropped goal ..4 points 
A penalty goal ..3 points 
But why should’ the authorities 
change the system of scoring that 
has held for so many years? 
Rugby enthusiasts do not wish 
their game to be tampered with 
as cricket has been in the past. 
No side can afford to rest on their 
lafrels in a close game, when 
there is any threat ofa dropped 
poal, -It produces o great sport- 
ing element Into the game, and, 
in my opinion, fully justifies its 
value,

Sidelight on Methods of 
Arrest 


A FARCICAL CASE 


The case on Monday in which a

I may say that I think the 
Police were perfectly right in arresting 
him. If I had been a Police constable, 
T would have arrested the boy, because 
a boy of that class would not have 
Possessed such a stick. What shall be 
done next? 

Detective Sergeant Humphreys snid 
that he had been informed that the lad 


_ had gone to Canton, and this morning 


he had sent for the sister-in-law but 
she had also gone, 

His Worship ordered the record. 
shect, book entry, and finger prints of 
the defendant relating to the offence, 
to be cancelled by the Police, and said 
he would discharge the defendant, as a 
conviction so early in the dnd’s life 
might mar his future carcer, 

Mr. Whyte-Smith remarked that the 
two men might have wanted to-giva it 
away on account of ita unusual weight, 
or they might’ have considered it as a 
weapon. 


Sergeant Humphreys concurred, and'|. 


said that he had never known a Bri- 
ton to be so absurd as to give away to 
an urchin a good walking stick, . 

The discharge was then made, and 
Sergeant Humphreys undertook to see 
that ll police recordings against the 
young ‘defendant would be cancelled.

INSTITUTIONAL CARE FROM 
NOVEL ANGLE 


SOUND PROPOSITION 


The following ia an article en- 
titled “Institutional Care Of 


‘| Destitute and Neglected Children 


Liable to’ Becoming Delinquents,” 
written by a well-known Shanghai 
Chinese legal practitioner, Mr., 
Yau Dong Wong. This article has 
been. submitted for publication by 
by the Red Cross, Society of China, 
and as it bears a sound social pro- 
position, it should prove of great 
interest to the public in general 
and to the members of the newly 
founded Society for the Protection 
of Children in Hong Kong:-— 


Detrimental Factors 


Equally detrimental to the well- 
being of society ‘na armed strife 
the three forces; poverty, discase 
and degeneracy can exact just as 
many victims by their presence in 
society. .They are chiefly respon- 
sible for the existing rampancy of 
lawlessness. It is true that duo to 
the defective judicial system there 
is nothing to be gained by blinking 
at the fact that our people have 
very little, if not any, respect for 
law and that we have almost a 
lawless people, But even an im- 
proved system of law will not be 
completely instrumental in the sup- 
pression of crime for that is mare- 
ly ephemeral and its rigid enforce- 
ment can only provoke hatred on 
the part of the masses. 


Moral Aspects 


The economic, physical and 
moral aspects are of special signi- 
ficance with respect to criminal 
activity, for some of this activity 
doubtlessly arises directly out of 
the struggle against thege forces, 
while most, if not all, of it is con- 
ditioned by their environment. 
The criminality of any time and 
place is conditioned and to a cer- 
tain extent determined by the 
economic system. This is true of 
children os well as of adults. 
Whereas the power of resistance in 
children, is - much ,less potent 
against - all the dangers growing 
out of the prevalent deplorable 
conditions to which the . children 
are exposed, it is of natural conse-, 
quence that the crime wave among 
children is comparatively higher. 
Those children when’ grown up 
will Inevitably become the unde- 
sirable elements of society. There- 
fore in order to extricate this deep- 


.}seated disease, crime, it is neces- 


sary to devise ‘methods for ‘the 


abatement of these factors. 


: To Begin Young 
It has almost become 4 well- 
accepted principle that the sphere 
for the most efficient measure 
society can make in the promotions 
of social welfare is in childhood, 
In connection with this, Thomas 
C. T. Crain, formerly a Supreme 
Coprt Justice of New York, once 
asserted, “The child must grow up 
in a home of moral purity, where 
discord is absent. and in a school 
where the education {s of the heart 
as well as of the head.” From this 


statement can a suggestion be de-|: 


finitely derived that, if there is no 
such home, nor such school, ‘some 
kind of Institution with such 
features must be established in 
lieu thereof. ‘The betterment of 
social welfare that would result jn an 
the strengthening of the. moral 
fibre of the people can best be ac- 
complished in the institutional care, 
of the dependent ‘and neglected 
children who if not taken care of 


will simply be driven to the thorny |, 


path of waywardness—the institu- 
tions which will be characterized 
by health, decency, and comfort, 
In social policy the day has long 
passed for the Isolated institution, 
such as the almshouse, orphanage, 
etc, large or small, which receive 
under care any chfid brought be- 
fore it in -presumable. need with 
no sense. of responbsibility for .find- 
ing out what . tho conditfons - are 
that led to such application for aid:

CANADA. 


BRITISH MANUFACTURERS REAP 
HARVEST | 


$13,300,000 HARVESTED 
More than thirteen million dol- 
lars gold were spent in Canadian 
citles during the first nine montha 
of last year by the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada, Limited, for 
materials used in manufacture of 
Canadian Ford cara and trucks. 
Manufacturers in more than 3 
acore of Canadian cities shared tha 
total of 313,360,000 expended for

“The Ford Motor Company of 
Canada, Limited, buys practically 
all of its manufacturing materials 
within the Dominion,” stated this 
official. “In doing s0, we are con- 
tinuing the policy we have had 
from the beginning, that of aasur- 
ing ourselves of .the use of Cana- 
dian products in a plant that has 
been wholly Canadian ever since its 
twenty-five years 
ago.” ma 

Millions for Castings 


The largest item on the Ford of 
Canada bill for the firat nine 
months of last year was $3,600,000 
for castings, aluminium castings 
and forgings. This money was 
divided among the border cities, 
Toronto, Owen Sound, Sarnia,

OF THEIR WIVES . 
AMERICAN JUDGE'S POINTED 
REMARKS

“NOT HIS IDEA” 
Shanghal.—Declaring that he 


did not know where lawyers get 


the idea of bringing to court cases 
where husbands have left their 
wives and then claim that their 
wivea deserted them, Judge Milton 
D. Purdy, in the U.S, Court for 
China, took under advisement, two 
actions for divorce brought by 
husbands on the ground of their 
wives’ alleged desertion, 

The first case was that of Lt. 
Clarence Lemoine Waters, of the 
U.S. Asiatic Fleet, represented by 
Mr. N. E. Lurton, agalnat Mrs. 
Julia Mirlam Waters, who isin the 
United States. Mr. Waters produc- 
ed correspondence from hia wife 


‘|to-show that she did not care to 


resume marital relations with him, 
and stated that she was rather of 
4 nervous disposition. He aaid she 
did not want him to announce the 
marriage after it .took place in 
New York on May 6, 1919, In re- 
ply to Judge Purdy, he said that 
he returned to his ship immediate- 
ly after the marriage and did not 
go to live with Mrs, Waters until 
& month later. . 

The next case was that of Mr. 
Francisco Gutierrez Saenz, Fili- 
pino, represented by Mr. W. S. 
Fleming against Mrs. Lilian Ollie 
Gutierrez’ Saenz, American citizen. 


Mr. Fleming asked for judgment } 


by default on the ground that no 
answer had been filed by Mra. 
Saenz, who fa in the United States. 
Mr. Saenz stated. that he ‘was 


married in 1914 in New Orleans |. 


and separated from his wife after 
one anda half years of their 
marringe. Ho said she did not 
live up to her agreement to ac-. 
company him to the Far East ‘for 
the completion of his studies in a 


law school. She had ignored his 
‘letters repeatedly’ asking her to 
come out... 

In reply to Judge Purdy, Mr. 
Saenz added that his father sent 
him G.$500, when he was in 
America, to return with his wife 
to his home in the Philippines. 

Mr. Fleming pointed out . that
